Vitamin  E  and  Infertility  in 
the  Male 

At  a  Staff  Meeting  of  the  Mayo  Clinic 
recently  it  was  pointed  out  that  although 
childless  marriages  as  a  result  of  infertility 
have  been  a  subject  of  interest  to  physi- 
cians for  many  years,  no  other  problem 
has  been  so  neglected  as  that  of  infertility 
in  the  male.  Although  a  multiplicity  of 
causes  may  be  responsible  for  the  defect 
it  was  considered  that  a  balanced  diet  is 
an  important  part  of  treatment,  that 
multiple  vitamins  should  be  given  and,  in 
addition,  large  doses  of  vitamin  E  in  the 
form  of  Tocopherol,  {Proc,  Mayo  Clinic, 
1945.  20,  97.) 

Vitamin  C  and  the  Common  Cold 

Ascorbic  Acid  has  not  been  shown  to  have 
a  direct  efiect  on  bacterial  infection  but 
in  vitro  experiments  have  shown  that  the 
vitamin  may  have  an  inactivating  effect 
on  the  influenza  virus.  Since  a  recent 
article  in  the  Lancet  propounded  that  the 
common  cold  may  be  due  to  an  initial 
virus  infection  followed  by  a  secondary 
bacterial  invasion,  an  attempt  was  made 
to  study  the  effects  of  early  treatment  with 
ascorbic  acid  on  groups  of  girls  reporting 
the  first  recognisable  symptoms  that  a  cold 
might  be  likely  to  develop.  A  dose  of 
I  gram  of  ascorbic  acid  was  given  immedi- 
ately to  one  group  of  the  girls  and  a  placebo 


ol  a  similar  amount  of  citric  acid  to  a 
control  group.  No  other  medication  was 
allowed  but  patients  were  asked  to  keep 
warm,  go  to  bed  as  early  as  possible  and 
push  fluids.  A  further  dose  of  the  vitamin 
or  placebo  was  given  the  following  day 
and  the  patients  examined  48  hours  after 
reporting  sick.  It  was  found  that  the  colds 
of  62  per  cent,  of  a  group  of  123  patients 
given  ascorbic  acid  did  not  develop, 
whereas  the  routine  treatment  alone  pre- 
vented development  in  only  37  per  cent 
of  83  patients  in  the  control  group 
(J.  Immunology,  1945,  50,  161.) 

The  B  Complex  and 
Vomiting  of  Pregnancy 

An  interesting  report  published  recentl) 
reviews  the  various  methods  of  treatmen 
suggested  since  1941  for  this  distressing 
ailment.  These  include  some  of  the  watei 
soluble  vitamins,  organic  and  therapeut 
products   among   others.     The  author 
method    consists    of   the  intramuscula 
injection    of   whole    liver    extract  an 
thiamin  (aneurine)  chloride.    The  tech 
nique    is    described    as    a    simple  on

Eire  Drug  Imports. — This  year  has  seen 
an  unexpected  decline  in  the  value  of 
medicines  and  medicinal  products  into  Eire. 
During  the  six  months  ended  June  30  the 
total  value  was  ^217,693,  against  ^250,462 
in  the  corresponding  half  of  1944.  The  total 
was  made  up  of  medicines  and  medicinal 
preparations,  £188,^5^  {£^21,^^8)  ;  oint- 
ments and  salves,  ^15,437  (^20,548);  and 
druggists'  wares,  ;/^i3,902  (;^8,436). 

Penicillin  Distribution  in  Eire. — The  Irish 
Drug  Association  has  been  officially  chosen 
by  the  Eire  Department  of  Local  Govern- 
ment and  Public  Health  as  the  distributing 
body  for  the  issue  of  penicillin.  A  memo- 
randum recently  issued  by  the  Department 
stated  that  doctors  should  address  orders 
for  the  total  amount  of  penicillin  required 
for  the  treatment  of  a  particular  case  either 
to  the  Association  at  12-14  College  Green, 
Dublin,  or  to  their  local  chemist.  Reason- 
able supplies  are  available  for  the  treatment 
of  urgent  cases,  and  substantially  increased 
supplies  are  expected  in  the  next  few 
months. 

Mails  to  Eastern  Baltic. —  Restricted  air 
and  surface  mail  services  are  now  available 
to  Estonia,  Latvia,  and  Lithuania.  Com- 
munications are  restricted  to  letters  up  to 
2  oz.  in  weight,  packets  containing  printed 
papers  up  to  the  same  limit  of  weight,  and 
postcards.  Business  and  financial  com- 
munications are  restricted  to  ascertaining 
facts  and  exchanging  information.  Printed 
matter  and  illustrated  postcards  are  subject 
to  the  censorship-permit  system.  The 
postage  rates  are :  For  letters  and  letter 
packets,  by  air  mail,  5d.  for  i  oz.,  8d.  for 
1-2  oz. ;  by  surface  route,  3d.  for  i  oz., 
4^d.  for  1-2  oz. ;  postcards,  by  air  mail, 
2|d.,  by  surface  route,  2d. ;  printed  papers, 
newspapers,  etc.,  by  air  mail,  as  for  letters; 
by  surface  route,  ^d.  for  2  oz.  (minimum  for 


commercial  papers,  2^d.).  Correspondence 
is  not  accepted  for  registration,  insurance,  j 
or  express  delivery,  and  no  money-order 
or  parcel-post  service  is  available. 

Container   Control   Change. — An  Order 
has  been  made  by  the  Minister  of  Supply 
modifying  the  control  of  containers  and  ' 
packaging.    The  new  Order  relaxes  some  I 
of  the  restrictions  on  packaging  certain  [  .

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INSPECTOR'S  NOTES  DEMANDED 


A  Board  of  Trade  inspector  was  closely 
examined  by  defending  counsel  at  Clerken- 
well  police  court,  during  a  recent  heanng, 
concerning  the  way  in  which  he  had  con- 
ducted an  inquiry  about  a  drum  of  methy- 
lated spirits,  alleged  to  have  been  stolen. 
The  case  was  one  in  which  Alfred  Billig, 
Lindsay  Drive,  Kenton,  Middlesex ;  Harry 
Rosenbaum  (otherwise  known  as  Ross),  76 
Southwell  Road,  Camberwell,  London,  S,E.5, 
and  Sidney  J.  Ingram  (Angel  Warehouse 
Co    74  Upper  Street,  N.i)  were  summoned 
at  the  instance  of  the  Board  of  Trade  for 
conspiring  to  contravene  Regulation  55  of 
the  Defence  Regulations  (Toilet  Prepara- 
tions Order),  by  supplying  goods  without 
the  name  and  address  of  the  manufacturer 
or  repacker  being  displayed  on  the  con- 
tainers   Further  summonses  were  brought 
as  follows:    Against  Billig,  for  manufac- 
turing perfumery  and  brilliantme  to  the 
value  of  ;^i,50o  at  i  Manville  Garages, 
Brecknock  Road,  N.7,  between  October  20 
i,)44,  and  January  17,  1945,  though  not 
registered  as  a  manufacturer  of  such  com- 
modities on  October  i,  1941 :  Rosenbaum, 
for  aiding  and  abetting  him;   Ingram,  for 
supplying  goods  without  the  manufacturer  s 
name  being  affixed.  The  goods  referred  to 
in  the  last  charge  were  eau  de  Cologne, 
thirty-six  jars  of  cream  to  A'mgee  Products, 
Ltd    one  dozen  jars  cold  cream,  one  dozen 
iars  Vanishing  cream,  and  one  dozen  bottles 
brilhantine  to  Harris  Bros. ;   fifteen  gross 
bottles  eau  de  Cologne  to  Adams,  Butler  & 
Co  •  sixty  dozen  bottles  perfume  to  Newell 
Trading  Co.;    36^  gross  bottles  eau  de 
Cologne   and   other   perfume   to  Adams 
Butler    &    Co.,    Ltd.     A    further  charge 
against  Ingram  was  of  buying  at  74  Upper 
Street  N  i  for  the  purpose  of  selling  again, 
fifty-seven  jars  of  face  cream,  being  con- 
trolled goods,  manufactured  by  a  person 
whose  name  at  the  time  of  the  purchase  was 
not  on  Part  i  of  the  Toilet  Preparation 
Register.    Mr.  Giles  (the  Board  of  Trade 
inspector)  said  that  on  January  31  he  took 
a  statement  from  the  defendant,  Rosen- 
baum, who  later  changed  his  story,  saying 
he  had  been  confused  and  did  not  know 
what  he  was  saying  on  the  previous  occa- 
sion. 

Assistance  to  Inspector 

The  inspector  said  that  Billig  had 
given  every  possible  assistance.  He  had 
liven  details  of  many  persons  from  whom 
he  had  obtained  the  ingredients,  and  so 
far  as  witness  knew,  had  made  a  complete 


disclosure  of  everything  possible.  Cross 
examined,  the  inspector  denied  that  he  hac 
instructed  Billig  to  order  drums  of  methy 
lated  spirit — which  had  been  stolen — sc 
that  a  man  could  be  arrested,  but  admitted 
being  present  at  an  interview  and  insisting 
on  asking  questions  when  a  man,  acting 
on  advice,  had  declined.  The  inspector  sai( 
it  was  all  part  of  his  duty.  At  this  poin 
defending  counsel  asked  to  see  a  copy  o 
the  inspector's  notes,  and  the  case  wa 
adjourned.

\  Mischievous  Booklet 

A  booklet  on  pharmacy  as  a  career,  issued 
)y  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
ervice  and  adversely  reported  on  at  the 
ugust  Council  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
eutical  Society  (p.  138),  has  received  a  just 
nd  outspoken  criticism  from  you  (p.  145). 
'hough,  as  it  happens,  a  copy  of  this 
recious  production  has  not  come  to  me. 
can  form  a  fairly  adequate  idea  of  its 
ntents.  I  am  probably  not  far  wrong  in 
mparing  it  to  the  third  edition  of  "War- 
me  Information  for  Pharmacists,"  which 
correspondent  lent  me  last  year.  The 
ochure  referred,  among  other  things,  to 
he  medical  'trade'  of  dispenser"  in  the 
yal  Air  Force,  which  trade,  it  was  stated, 
s  recognised  as  a  "specialist"  trade,  and 
s  "established  specifically  for  the  appro- 
iate  duties  in  the  rank  of  sergeant."  It 
pears  that  at  the  date  of  publication 
harmacists  transferred  into  the  R.A.M.C. 
dispensers"  were  "given  a  course  of 
ining  ...  for  a  period  of  approxi- 
tely  five  weeks."  In  other  words,  such 
geants  of  the  R.A.F.,  having  qualified 
pharmacists,  would  be  trained  in 
.M.C.  dispensing.  Irony  could  hardly 
more  cutting.  The  mischief  that  can  be 
e  by  an  amateur  shot  at  a  subject  so 
hnical  as  a  description  of  pharmaceutical 
uirements  is  considerable.  The  undoing 
uch  mischief  may  prove  to  be  a  tedious 
painful  process.  Writing  on  the  cost 
edicines  in  the  C.  <sy  D.  Almanac  and 
ry  for  1870,  Daniel  Hanbury  made  an 
ntial  point  with  his  accustomed  clear- 
si  "  It  is  a  fact  not  generally  understood 
t  the  chief  cost  of  many  medicines  lies 
he  time,  skill  or  care  required  for  their 
aration  .  .  .  These  [pharmaceutical] 
lifications  are  personal :  they  are  to  be 
ired  only  by  the  expenditure  of  time 
money  ..."

Incidentally,  it  is  mentioned 
chemists  "have  little,  if  any,  part  in  the 
me."  Looking  at  the  controversy  from 
ther  side  of  the  world,  a  casual  observer 
ask:  "Is  there  much  difference  be- 
n  people  dosing  themselves  promis- 


cuously with  proprietary  medicines  and 
dosing  themselves  in  the  same  way  with 
medicines  prescribed  by  a  complaisant 
doctor  ?".  There  is,  I  suggest,  this  difference, 
that  medical  practitioners,  as  a  rule,  are 
quick  to  "size  up"  their  patients,  and  will 
prescribe  placebos  for  those  who  obviously 
need  nothing  more.  Whatever  may  be  the 
case  at  the  moment,  an  examination  of  the 
prescription-books  of  any  good-class  phar- 
macy for,  say,  the  first  twenty  years  of  the 
present  century  or  the  last  twenty  of  the 
preceding  one  will  show  instances  of  patients 
receiving  doses  so  minute  as  to  suggest  that 
they  had  gone  to  the  doctor  simply  to  vary 
a  day's  programme.  In  a  free  country,  with 
free  medical  attendance,  its  citizens  can 
only  be  prevented  from  doing  so  by  repres- 
sive legislation :  the  placebo  seems  a 
preferable  alternative. 

Salmon  and  Bate 

There  has  been  so  much  "debunking"  in 
the  years  between  the  two  major  wars  that 
it  is  an  agreeable  change  to  read  an  article 
(p.  140)  which  puts  an  industrious  author 
in  a  more  favourable  light  than  the  Diction- 
ary of  National  Biography  does.  When  we 
consider  that  Sir  Norman  Moore,  with  the 
responsibilities  of  a  consultant  physician 
demanding  attention,  wrote  no  fewer  than 
459  articles  for  the  D.N.B.,  we  may  reason- 
ably infer  that  by  the  time  he  reached  the 
letter  S  he  was  becoming  less  sympathetic 
than  he  was  at  the  beginning  of  his  task. 
If  William  Salmon  had  written  nothing  else, 
he  would  be  worth  remembering  as  the 
translator  of  "Pharmacopoeia  Bateana," 
ostensibly  a  collection  of  the  prescriptions 
of  George  Bate,  M.D.  That  book  first 
appeared  in  Latin  in  1688,  and  was  said  by 
Salmon  to  have  had  a  sale  of  at  least  6,000 
copies  by  the  year  1700.  The  much  greater 
size  of  the  English  editions  than  of  the  Latin 
from  which  they  were  derived  is  to  some 
extent  due  to  the  concision  of  Latin  prose, 
but  chiefly  to  Salmon's  thoroughness;  for 
he  did  not  hesitate  to  comment  on  his 
author's  formulas,  nor  to  amend  them  when 
he  saw  fit.  In  one  of  his  prefaces  he  wrote : 
"We  have  added  to  this  Impression,  the 
much  esteemed  Goddard's  Drops,  and 
Russel's  Pouder  (neither  of  them  in  any 
printed  Work  before)  the  former  of  which 
was  one  of  the  accounted  inestimable  Jewels 
of  K.  Charles  II."  Goddard's  drops  was,  in 
fact,  highly  esteemed  at  that  date :  a  good 
description  of  the  preparation  is  given  in 
"  Chronicles  of  Pharmacy  "  XrOVSer

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MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH  DISMISSES  AN  APPEAL 


The  following  is  the  text  of  a  letter  sent 
from  the  Minister  of  Health  to  interested 
parties  in  an  appeal  by  Boots  Cash  Chemists 
(Southern),  Ltd.,  against  a  decision  taken 
by  the  Middlesex  Insurance  Committee  in 
respect  of  a  refusal  by  the  company  to 
supply,  on  an  insurance  prescription,  aspirin 
tablets  made  by  the  Bayer  organisation  : — 

"The  Minister  of  Health,  on  consideration 
of  the  report  made  to  him  by  the  persons 
appointed  to  hear  the  above-mentioned 
appeal,  and  in  exercise  of  the  powers 
reserved  to  him  by  National  Health  Insur- 
ance (Medical  Benefit)  Regulations,  1936, 
and  of  all  other  powers  enabling  him,  hereby 
dismisses  the  appeal.  The  Minister  further 
directs  that  no  order  be  made  as  to  costs." 

The  letter  was  dated  July  26  and  signed 
by  an  assistant  secretary  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

Committee's  Decision  Rejected 

The  decision  sets  at  nought  the  finding  of 
a  specially  appointed  appeal  committee  of 
which  the  personnel  (Mr.  Archibald  Safford, 
~arrister-at-Law,  Professor  H.  Berry,  B.Sc, 
h.C,  F.R.I. C,  and  Mr.  A.  W.  Thompson, 
.P.S.)  was  selected  by  the  then  Minister 
f  Health  (Mr.  H.  U.  Willink).   The  com- 
ittee  found  the  facts  of  the  case  to  be,  in 
rief,  that  a  doctor  on  the  medical  list  of 
he  Middlesex  Insurance  Committee,  having 
eard  that  Messrs.  Boots  were  not  prepared 
o  supply  Bayer  products,  and  being  desir- 
us  of  testing  the  company's  right  to  adopt 
his  attitude  in  respect  of  insured  persons, 
ave  one  of  his  patients  a  prescription  for 
spirin  tablets,  Bayer,  "to  be  dispensed  in 
n  original  packing."   The  patient,  owing 
"   domestic   reasons,    did   not   take  the 
rescription  to  be  dispensed,  but  on  August 
the  doctor  himself  took  the  prescription 
n  her  behalf  to  a  branch  of  Messrs.  Boots, 
nd  was  told  that  Bayer's  aspirin  could  not 
e  supplied  ;  he  was  offered  the  company's 
n  or  some  other  brand.   The  doctor  left 
e  prescription  at  the  shop  and  subse- 
uently  communicated  with  the  manager 
y  telephone,  but  he  again  was  not  prepared 
supply  aspirin  of  the  brand  ordered.  The 
mpany's  reason  for  adopting  this  attitude 
as  set  out  in  a  letter,  dated  October  9, 
44,  which  was  signed  by  its  secretary,  to 
e    Clerk    of    the    Middlesex  Insurance 
ommittee.  This  stated  that  the  company 
uld  not  see  its  way  to  sell  products 
arked  "Made  in  Germany,"  or  bearing 
y  reference  to  the  Bayer  name.  The 
nipany  was  determined  "not  to  be  a 


party  to  anything  that  would  or  could 
result  in  the  preservation  or  resuscitation 
of  German  trade  goodwill." 

It  was  admitted  to  the  appeal  committee 
by  the  appellants'  counsel  that,  for  the 
purpose  of  the  appeal,  the  reason  given  was 
irrelevant,  and  the  issue  was  argued  on  the 
point  whether  a  breach  had  been  committed 
of  Paragraph  4  (2)  of  Schedule  3,  Part  I, 
of  the  Medical  Benefit  Regulations,  1936. 
The  committee's  decision  was  reached  after 
close  reference  to  the  actual  wording  of  the 
paragraph  and  to  other  paragraphs  of  the 
Insurance  Act,  1936,  and  Medical  Benefit 
Regulations,  and  the  finding  was  in  the 
following  terms : — 

"We  are  of  opinion  that  in  the  case  of  a 
prescription  for  aspirin  tablets,  gr.  5,  the 
addition  of  the  name  of  the  manufacturer 
is  irrelevant  for  the  following  reasons : — 
"(a)  Aspirin  is  a  defined  substance  of 
defi.nite  purity,  the  standards  for  which 
are  laid  down  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, and  is  therein  stated  to  be  a 
synonym  for  acetylsalicylic  acid. 

"  (6)  Tablets  of  aspirin  containing  5  gr. 
of  acetylsalicylic  acid,  B.P.,  are  included 
in  the  Drug  Tariff. 

"  (c)  We  are  not  satisfied  that  there  was 
at  the  material  time  any  calculable  dif- 
ference, by  reason  of  the  vehicle  used  in 
the  composition  of  tablets,  or  their 
compression  or  otherwise  between  tablet , 
of  aspirin  manufactured  by  different 
makers,  though  there  probably  was  such 
a  difference  many  years  ago. 

"  {d)  The  appellants  would  therefore 
have  supplied  the  drug  ordered  if  they 
had  supplied  aspirin  tablets  containing 
5  gr.  of  acetylsalicylic  acid,  B.P. 
We  were  satisfied  that  they  were  willing 
to  do  this.  We  see,  therefore,  no  evidence 
of  a  breach  by  them  of  their  terms  of 
service."

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ESSENTIAL  OIL  IMPORTERS*  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Essential  Oil 
Importers'  Section  of  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce  was  held  on  July  26.  Mr.  F. 
G.  Pentecost  (chairman  of  the  Section) 
presided.  Reviewing  the  work  of  the 
preceding  year,  the  Chairman  said  ; — 

Causes  of  Delayed  Meeting 

Some  explanation  of  the  delay  in  holding 
this  meeting  is  due  to  the  Section,  for  the 
meeting  would  normally  have  been  held  in 
April  or  May.  Members  will,  however,  have 
heard  something  of  the  problems  which 
have  been  facing  the  Essential  Oil  Control 
lately,  and  the  committee  was  anxious  that 
these  matters  should  be  fully  considered 
before  reporting  to  the  meeting. 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting,  there 
have  been  one  general  meeting  and  twelve 
committee  meetings,  besides  a  number  of 
subcommittee  meetings.  The  members  of 
the  committee  have  put  in  a  great  deal'  of 
time  and  work  on  the  Section's  behalf,  and 
I  would  like  to  express  to  them  my  great 
appreciation  of  their  assistance  and  of  the 
support  which  they  have  given  me.  The 
Section's  representatives  on  the  Advisory 
committee  (Mr.  Wheeler  and  his  colleagues, 
Messrs.  Ennever,  Evans  and  Naumann) 
have  had  a  specially  arduous  time.  The 
time  which  they  have  so  freely  given  to 
meetings,  conferences  with  the  Ministry, 
etc.,  has  been  prodigious,  and  we  owe  them 
a  great  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  service 
which  they  have  given  to  the  trade.  Nor 
should  I  omit  here  a  generous  tribute  to  the 
splendid  work  of  our  secretary  (Mr.  Middle- 
miss).  His  efforts  in  committee,  in  negotia- 
tions with  the  Ministry  and  Allocations 
Control,  have  been  of  immense  assistance^ 
and  I  thank  him  sincerely. 

Re-exports  Scheme 

A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  on  evolving 
a  scheme  for  the  distribution  of  imported 
essential  oils  for  re-export  purposes,  which 
would,  in  accordance  with  the  Section's 
wish,  preserve  the  normal  trade  channels. 
Unfortunately  the  supplies  of  oils  for  re- 
export which  were  anticipated  when  the 
scheme  was  drafted  have  not  been  available 
and,  except  in  a  minor  way,  the  scheme  has 
not  functioned.  The  Ministry  has  this  year 
arranged  to  import  supplies  over  and  above 
the  home  programme,  especially  for  re- 
export, but  the  liability  question  which  has 
now  arisen  may  make  it  difficult  to  proceed 
with  this.  We  have  meanwhile  been  con- 
cerned at  the  opportunities  open  to  manu- 


facturers, from  which  merchants  were 
debarred,  of  obtaining  oils  for  re-export 
through  the  Pharmaceutical  Export  Group 
under  the  ordinary  home  distribution 
control  scheme.  This  was  in  practice  done 
by  those  manufacturers  who  were  able  to 
obtain  export  licences,  using  their  ordinary 
allocations  and  then  getting  the  oils  replaced 
by  the  Control  under  priority.  The  com- 
mittee have  had  discussions  with  the 
Ministry,  and  we  are  hoping  that  the 
anomalies  which  have  been  taking  place — 
largely  due  to  misunderstandings — will  be 
ended  and  that  merchants  desiring  to 
re-export  will  be  at  no  disadvantage  com- 
pared with  manufacturers. 

Importation  of  Grasse  Oils 

As  regards  the  importation  of  Grasse 
products,  a  Joint  Aromatics  Committee 
has  been  set  up  representative  of  the  various 
interests,  with  Mr.  L.  J.  Matchan  as 
chairman.  This  committee  has,  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
arranged  for  the  purchase  up  to  limits 
imposed  by  the  Treasury  of  French  floral 
products  for  use  in  the  manufacture  here 
of  perfume  compounds  and  finished  peir- 
fumery  for  export.  In  order  to  offset,  so 
far  as  possible,  the  high  current  price  in 
France,  a  quid  pro  quo  for  the  French  has 
been  arranged  that  will  enable  a  rebate  off 
the  purchase  prices  to  be  given  to  con- 
sumers here.  These  transactions  have  been 
open  to  some  criticism  on  various  grounds, 
which  I  need  not  go  into  here.  I  can, 
however,  say  that  the  arrangements  were 
quite  exceptional,  owing  to  the  special  cir- 
cumstances, and  there  is  no  intention  of 
repeating  them,  but  it  will  be  realised  that, 
if  they  are  successfully  concluded,  they  will 
be  of  considerable  benefit  to  users  here. 

Among  the  minor  matters  which  have 
been  before  the  committee  have  been  points 
in  regard  to  individual  oils  distributed  by 
the  Control ;  questions  of  quality,  such  as 
that  of  lemongrass — the  committee  hav 
advocated  that  wherever  possible  th 
hydroxylarnine  test  should  replace  the 
bisulphite  test,  though  we  cannot  expec' 
the  change-over  to  be  made  generally  a 
present — and  many  inquiries  from  members 
concerning  individual  questions  arising  out 
of  the  Control  scheme.  / 

Now  I  come  to  the  main  subject  of  m 
report  to  you  today — the  working  of  the 
Control  scheme  as  a  whole,  its  future  and 
the  liabilities  that  may  arise  when,  dec.ontro 
comes.    In  the  early  :  part  .  of  1944,  th 
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committee  was  seriously  disturbed  at  the 
delays    in    distributing^  oils    after  their 
arrival.  These  were  due  to  congestion  at  the 
Control,  the  enormous  amount  of  clerical 
work  involved,  both  on  the  part  of  super- 
visory bodies  and  the  Control,  and  also  to 
flying-bomb  attacks.   The  difficulties  were, 
however,  largely  overcome,  and  by  the  end 
of  the  year  distribution  had  been  greatly 
speeded   up   and   we   had   become  more 
concerned  at  the  inadequacy  of  supplies  of 
a  number  of  oils,  and  especially  the  shortage 
of  many  oils  badly  needed  by  industry  for 
export ;     the    committee's    mind  turned 
naturally  to  the  possibility  of  decontrol. 
In  December,  therefore,  a  letter  was  ad- 
dressed to  Colonel  Llewellyn  (then  Minister 
of  Food)  expressing  the  Section's  anxiety. 
The  letter  recalled  that,  when  Control  was 
"rst  introduced,  the  trade  recognised  its 
necessity   to   ensure   fair   distribution  of 
scarce  oils  imported  under  Lease-Lend,  but 
urged  that  it  should  be  limited  to  those  oils, 
he  Ministry  decided  "otherwise,  and  the 
ontrol  was  obliged  to  attempt  the  control 
f  all  oils,  including  many  which  were  re- 
atively  trivial,  though  important  to  the 
"sers  who  relied  on  them.  As  a  consequence, 
^any  of  these  oils  became  unobtainable  or 
n  very  short  supply,  though  there  had  been 
pportunities    for    acquiring   them.  The 
tter  therefore  urged  that  a  radical  revision 
f  the  Control  scheme  was  imperative,  with 
he  object,  so  far  as  practicable,  of  restoring 
o  suppliers  in  the  United  Kingdom  the 
pportunity  to  meet  the  individual  require- 
ents  of  their  customers  and  to  use  their 
nowledge   and   experience   of   the  most 
conomical  and  expeditious  methods. 

ontrol  Scheme  Defended 

The  Ministry  replied  that  the  Control 
heme  had  been  devised  in  collaboration 
ith  and  was  administered  by  the  trade's 
presentatives,  and  imports  were  arranged 
consultation  with  the  trade  within  the 
its  of  availability  of  supply,  shipping 
ace  and  Treasury  policy ;  that  in  the 
inistry's  view  the  scheme  had  to  a  notable 
tent  achieved  its  purpose ;  and  that  the 
pply  and  price  position  of  oils  generally 
uld  become  difhcult  if  the  scheme  were 
andoned.  The  Ministry  asked  that  any 
oposals  for  simplification  which  the 
ction  had  in  mind  should  be  submitted  to 
e  Advisory  Committee.  Whilst  this 
rrespondence  was  continuing,  the  war 
•uation  began  to  take  the  favourable  turn 
"t  was  to  lead  to  VE  day,  and  after 
ther  consideration  we  replied  that  we 
t  the  scheme  was  being  well  administered 


within  its  existing  framework ;  that  cir- 
cumstances had  so  changed  that  it  would  be 
inopportune  to  attempt  to  alter  the 
machinery  of  Control ;  but  that  it  would  be 
best  to  decontrol  as  many  oils  as  possible. 

Stockholders'  Liabilities 

The  Ministry  then  suggested  that  a  sub- 
committee representative  of  importers, 
distributors  and  users  should  be  set  up  to 
advise  on  decontrol.  Meanwhile  another 
difficult  matter  had  arisen.  During  the 
period  of  delay  which  I  referred  to,  the 
Advisory  Committee  found  there  was  a 
considerable  number  of  firms  holding,  as 
buffer  stock,  supplies  which  it  had  never 
been  intended  should  be  held  in  that  way. 
Terms  were  agreed  upon  on  which  those 
oils  were  held  as  delayed  allocation  stock, 
but  the  holders  were  not  responsible  for 
changes  in  value  due  to  changes  in  market 
price,  and  claims  occurred  which  had  to  be 
met  from  the  }evy  fund.  As  the  congestion 
eased,  so  a  considerable  part  of  the  stocks 
was  disposed  of  without  serious  difficulty, 
but  when  the  Advisory  Committee  began 
consideration  of  the  1945  programme, 
envisaging  supplies  sufficient  perhaps  to 
meet  all  users'  requirements,  there  was  the 
obvious  danger  of  liabilities  on  undis- 
tributed stocks.  The  Advisory  Committee 
therefore  pointed  out  to  the  Ministry  that, 
unless  the  Ministry  was  prepared  to 
guarantee  the  Control  against  loss,  the 
latter  would  have  to  withdraw  from  their 
responsibility  to  stockholders.  The  Minis- 
try was  not,  however,  prepared  to  do  this, 
and  many  discussions  took  place  to  try  to 
find  a  way  out  of  th-e  impasse  which  clearly 
would  lead,  if  not  settled,  to  the  collapse  of 
the  scheme,  since  distributors  could  hardly 
be  expected  to  take  the  risk  themselves 
without  freedom  to  conduct  their  trade  as 
they  liked. 

Members  will  now  have  seen  the  circular 
issued  by  Control,  which  is,  in  effect,  a 
compromise.  The  Control  no  longer  under- 
takes to  afford  complete  protection  to 
stockholders,  but  offers  to  meet  any 
liability  to  the  extent  of  available  funds, 
which  are  to  be  built  up  to  a  higher  level, 
either  by  an  all-round  levy  or  by  the  dis- 
tribution of  oils  at  replacement  price  and 
not  purchase  price,  when  the  former  is 
higher.  The  two  alternatives  have  led  to 
some  differences,  as  the  representatives  of 
some  classes  of  users  fear  that  if  they  are 
asked .  to  pay  replacement  price  on  their 
oils,  the  benefit  may  pass  to  other  oils  in 
which  they  are  not  interested.  The  Advisory 
Committee    is    still    grappling    with  the 
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problem,  and  we  can  only  hope  that  it 
will  be  able  to  reconcile  all  views  and 
arrive  at  an  amicable  solution.  It  therefore 
remains  to  be  seen  what  effect  the  with- 
drawal of  complete  protection  will  have  on 
datum-period  distributors  and,  through 
them  on  approved  representatives.  I  feel, 
however,  that  the  Control  will  have  their 
co-operation,  and  that  they  will  not  hamper 
the  operation  of  the  scheme  unnecessarily ; 
they  may  be  assured  that  the  Advisory 
Committee  will  do  its  best  to  see  that 
decontrol  is  operated  in  such  a  way  that 
the  risk  of  liability  on  any  oil  is  reduced 
to  a  minimum.  We  also  have  an  informal 
expression  of  the  Ministry's  sympathetic  con- 
sideration and  of  their  intention  to  do  what 
they  can  to  obtain  cover  against  any  "hard 


core  of  liabihty ' '  that  m_a3'-  rem„ain  at  the  end. 
After  discussion,  during  which  a  number 
of  questions  were  answered,  the  chairman's 
report  was  unanimously  adopted.  Mr,  F. 
G.  Pentecost  and  Mr.  K.  C.  Allen  were 
unanimously  re-elected  Chairman  and 
Deputy-chairman  respectively.  The  Com- 
mittee of  the  Section  was  reconstituted. 
Under  the  rules,  two  members  of  the 
merchants'  and  agents'  subsection,  and  one 
member  of  the  manufacturers'  section,  are 
due  to  retire  annually.  No  other  nomina- 
tions having  been  received  on  this  occasion, 
the  retiring  members  (Messrs.  G.  W. 
Mansfield  and  L.  Naumann,  representing 
the  merchants  and  agents,  and  Dr.  P.  C.  C. 
Isherwood,  representing  the  manufacturers) 
were  unanimously  re-elected. 


ESSENCE  MANUFACTURERS'  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Essence 
Manufacturers'  Association  was  held  in 
London  recently.  Dr.  P.  C.  C.  Isherwood, 
O.B.E.,  presiding. 

In  the  course  of  his  speech  Dr.  Isher- 
wood said  that,  looking  back  over  the 
years  of  war,  it  could  be  said  that  the 
essence  trade  had  come  through  remarkably 
well,  and  had  rendered  good  service  to  the 
industries  which  relied  on  their  products  and 
also  to  the  public.  War-time  food  difficulties 
naturally  intensified  the  demand  for 
flavours,  and  at  the  same  time  severely 
restricted  supplies  of  raw  materials.  Price 
increases  had  been  moderate,  though  the 
cost  of  raw  materials  had  gone  up  con- 
siderably, and  many  were  in  fact  still  rising. 
They  were,  he  believed,  at  a  point  where  the 
Maximum  Prices  Order,  which  pegged 
prices  to  the  December  i,  1942,  level, 
might  begin  to  make  matters  difficult  for 
some  manufacturers ;  the  committee  recog- 
nised this  position,  but  their  feeling  was  to 
take  no  action  for  the  moment  and  not  to 
ask  for  any  amendment  of  the  Order  until 
it  was  absolutely  necessary. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  had  been  very 
active  during  the  war  in  legislation  to 
protect  consumers,  but  it  had  on  the  whole 
been  sympathetic  to  the  essence  industry 
and  had  been  appreciative  of  its  special 
position.  Special  arrangements  were  made 
for  the  industry  to  comply  with  the  Pre- 
packed Foods  Order  without  imposing  too 
great  a  burden  upon  it,  and  similar  steps 
had  been  taken  under  the  Labelling  Orders. 
Mr.  Cecil  Bush  represented  the  Association 
on  the  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Essential 
Oils  Control  and  he  (the  chairman)  ex- 
pressed to  him  the  Association's  thanks  for 


the  work  he  had  done  in  that  direction.  It 
was  unfortunate  that  North  American 
peppermint  oil  had  not  been  available  for 
essence  manufacture,  but  the  Control  hoped 
to  arrange  later  for  supplies  of  Brazilian 
oil  for  those  able  to  use  it. 

An  outstanding  problem,  to  which  it  had 
not  been  possible  to  find  any  solution,  had 
been  the  supply  of  bottles,  but  the  shortage 
was  due  mainly  to  inadequate  labour  in  the 
glass  bottle  factories,  to  the  needs  of  the 
Forces,  and  to  the  wide  range  of  industries 
using  bottles ;  a  system  of  priority  for 
export  would  be  desirable,  but  it  was 
difficult  to  conceive  how  such  a  scheme 
could  be  operated  in  practice.  Other 
matters  that  had  been  dealt  with  by  the 
committee  had  included  the  export  licensing 
of  essences ;  post-war  standards  for  the 
labelling  of  soft  drinks;  shipping  regula- 
tions in  regard  to  the  flash-points  of  essences, 
and  the  West  Indian  prohibition  on  import 
of  essences  containing  more  than  10  per 
cent,  alcohol,  which  had  now  been  removed. 
Dr.  Isherwood  concluded  by  expressing  his 
appreciation  to  the  committee  for  support 
and  assistance  given  to  him. 

Election  of  Officers 

Dr.  P.  C.  C.  Isherwood  was  unanimously 
re-elected  Chairman  of  the  Association,  an' 
Messrs.  A.  P.  L.  Blaxter  (Barnett  &  Foster, 
Ltd.),  W.  Duckworth  (Duckworth  &  Co, 
(Essences),  Ltd.),  F.  W.  Lewis  fA.  Boake, 
Roberts  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  J."  W.  Richardson 
(C.  W.  Field,  Ltd.),  and  R.  W.  Stevenso" 
(Stevenson  &  Howell,  Ltd.),  were  re- 
appointed as  Committee.  Mr.  W.  Watts 
(Stevenson  &  Howell,  Ltd.)  was  re-elected 
Treasurer.

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End  of  World  War  II  • 

Just  before  we  go  to  Press  an  official  an- 
nouncement has  been  made  that  Japan 
has  surrendered  on  the  terms  of  the  AUied 
powers.  The  sudden  and  unexpected  turn 
in  events  is  almost  entirely  due  to  the 
introduction  of  the  atomic  bomb.  This 
dreadful  instrument  of  destruction  and 
annihilation  has  quickly  stopped  a  long 
and  bitter  struggle  that  might  have 
dragged  on  for  many  more  months.  It 
has  brought  peace  to  the  world.  We 
believe  this  weapon  and  the  fear  of  its 
terrible  power  when  used  for  destructive 
purposes  will  outlaw  war  and  maintain 
peace  and  good  order  in  the  world  in  the 
years  to  come. 

Bleak  Prospect 

Correspondence  that  has  passed  between 
the  Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee 
and  the  Ministry  of  Health  demonstrates, 
first,  that  the  prestige  of  organised  phar- 
macy is  at  a  low  ebb ;  secondly,  that  there 
is  little  understanding  at  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  of  the  part  played  by  pharmacists 
in  the  life  of  the  community ;  and  thirdly, 
that  the  risk  of  a  breakdown  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical services  during  the  coming  winter 
is  far  graver  than  had  been  supposed. 

As  will  be  seen  from  letters  reproduced 
in  another  part  of  this  issue  (page  174),  a 
communication  sent  on  May  22,  over  the 
signature  of  Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead  (secretary 


of  the  C.P.W.C.)  to  an  official  of  the  Minis- 
try of  Health,  was,  in  effect,  a  refusal  by 
the  Committee  to  accept  further  respon- 
sibility for  seeing  that  the  pharmaceutical 
departments  of  hospitals  and  retail  phar- 
macies were  adequately  staffed.  It  is 
apparent  from  the  Committee's  letter  that 
the  C.P.W.C. 's  attitude  had  secured  a 
sympathetic  hearing  at  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  but  was  totally  disregarded  at  the 
Ministry  of  Labour,  which  has  now  decided 
that  managers  are  to  be  exempt  from  a 
renewed  Control  of  Engagement  Order. 
The  decision  is  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
55  per  cent,  of  the  pharmacists  who  are 
on  deferment  by  reason  of  the  importance 
of  the  posts  they  occupy,  or  who  are  men 
of  low  medical  grades  in  essential  posts,  are 
employed  as  managers.  The  Order,  while 
apparently  leaving  owners  and  compelling 
assistants  to  remain  in  their  present 
positions,  permits  some  3,000  pharmacists 
who  are  engaged  in  work  regarded  as 
essential  to  look  elsewhere  for  positions 
which,  while  they  may  be  more  attractive, 
cannot  be  defended  as  equally  necessary 
to  the  community.  The  C.P.W.C. 's  letter 
of  May  28  makes  it  clear  that  already  a 
considerable  movement  of  pharmacists 
into  south-east  and  south  coast  towns  has 
begun.  The  tendency  to  deplete  pharma- 
ceutical services  in  places  where  they  are 
most  vitally  needed  is  further  accentuated 
by  the  increasing  retirement  of  elderly 
pharmacists  who  came  back  into  the 
profession  or  who  have  held  on  beyond 
their  normal  retirement  age  in  order  to 
assist  the  war  effort,  but  who  now  consider 
that  they  have  completed  their  patriotic 
duty;  and  by  breakdowns  in  health, 
which  are  stated  by  the  Committee  to  be 
substantially  on  the  increase. 

Demobilisation  Demand 

Pharmacists  in  whom  a  sense  of  public 
service  and  responsibility  is  strong  will 
echo  the  C.P.W.C. 's  foreboding  about  the 
great  danger  threatened  to  the  health  of 
the  population  during  the  coming  winter 
and  will  join  with  them  in  demanding,  as 
a  step  towards  ameliorating  the  position, 
that,  not  less  than  500  places  in  Class  B  of 
the  demobilisation  scheme  shall  be  allotted 
to  pharmacists.  The  flouting  of  the 
Committee's     recommendations     is  only 
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another  example  of  similar  actions  to  which 
attention  is  drawn  elsewhere  in  this  issue. 
The  C.P.W.C.  will  have  the  full  backing 
of  the  profession  in  maintaining  the  firm 
line  it  has  adopted  in  its  correspondence 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  it  is 
strongly  to  be  hoped  that  the  Department 
will  now  be  encouraged  to  stiffen  its  atti- 
tude to  its  sister  Ministry. 

Government  Actuary's  Award 

Pressure  brought  by  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  to  secure  an  increase  in 
remuneration  for  National  Health  Insurance 
dispensing  to  cover  increased  costs  caused 
by  the  war  has  been  effective  in  securing  a 
further  i6f  per  cent,  increase  in  remunera- 
tion, making  the  rates  one-third  up  on  pre- 
war levels.  The  Government  Actuary  calcu- 
lated that  the  average  wage  bill  had  in- 
creased in  the  relevant  period  by  41  per 
cent.,  which,  assuming  expenses  other  than 
wages  remained  at  the  previous  levels, 
indicated  a  net  increase  of  29-6  per  cent,  in 
total  expenses.  For  convenience,  this  was 
rounded  up  to  per  cent.,  and  the  award 
has  been  antedated  to  January  i.  Thus 
ends  a  campaign  which  has  been  prosecuted 
with  determination  by  the  N.P.U.,  and  in 
which  many  individual  pharmacists  have 
served  their  own  and  their  colleagues'  cause 
by  supplying  essential  data  upon  which 
the  Government  Actuary  could  make  his 
calculations.  The  profession  as  a  whole  is 
indebted  to  these  pharmacists,  the  N.P.U. 
Executive,  and  especially  to  the  secretary 
and  officers. 

To  Meet  War  Increase  of  Costs 

All  should  be  quite  clear,  however,  what 
the  increase  is,  and  equally  certain  what  it 
is  not.  It  is  purely  an  award  made  to  cover 
proved  increases  of  overhead  costs,  based 
on  existing  methods  of  remuneration.  As 
.such,  it  has  no  bearing  whatever  on 
pharmacists'  contention  that  payment  is 
made  on  an  entirely  false  basis.  The 
limited  tactical  objective  has  been  won. 
The  main  strategical  campaign  has  not 
yet  passed  beyond  the  stage  of  a  few  pre- 
liminary brushes.  It  must  be  skilfully 
organised  and  doggedly  fought — even 
though  without  benefit  of  revolutionised 
armaments.  , 


The  Control  of  Essential  Oils 

The  chairman's  report  to  members  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Essential  Oil  Im- 
porters' Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce  (p.  166)  emphasised  some  of  the  i 
difficulties  experienced  by  the  trade  during 
the  war  years.   Not  only  has  there  been  a  ' 
complete  stoppage  of  supplies  of  oils  and  I 
kindred    products    of    Eastern    and    Far  ! 
Eastern  origin  and,  of  course.  Continental 
oils  have  not  been  available,  but  landings 
of  many  products  from  other  sources  have 
been  negligible,  chiefly  due  to  lack  of  ship- 
ping  space.     Even   the   supplies  -of  the 
controlled  oils  allowed  to  be  imported  have! 
been  totally  inadequate,  and  there  was  at 
times  heavy  delay,  in   their  distribution  I 
after  arrival.  It  is  alleged  that  opportunities!! 
had    been    missed     of    acquiring  better! 
supplies.  However,  owing  to  the  determina-  i| 
tion  of  the  trade  representatives  to  keep  the  t 
trade  alive  and  to  the  willingness  of  thejl 
Ministry  of  Food  officials  to  listen  to  their  |i 
views  and  advice,  the  control  as  a  whole 
has  of  late  operated  as  well  as  could  be 
expected. 

Overhaul  Sought 

At  the  end  of  1944,  due  to  the  unsatis- 
factory working  of  the  scheme,  the  trade 
representatives  submitted  a  case  for  a 
general  overhaul  and  easing  of  the  control 
of  imports,  but  the  Ministry  of  Food 
rejected  these  proposals.  Arising  out  of  this  I 
protest,  however,  and  following  further  j 
trade  official  discussions,  matters  improved  j 
to  some  extent  and  distribution  was  speeded  j 
up,  but  throughout  there  has  been  a  sub- 
stantial lack  of  supplies  of  a  number  of  oils, 
especially  those  required  for  industriaJi 
purposes  and  for  re-export.  With  the  suc- 
cessful conclusion  of  the  war  in  Europe  the 
trade  proposed  to  the  Ministry  that  the 
import  and  distribution  of  as  many  oils  as 
possible  should  be  decontrolled,  and  sub- 
mitted a  list  of  thirty-five  oils  they  con- 
sidered might  be  treated  in  that  way.  The 
Ministry  could  not  agree  to  this  proposal, 
but  approved  the  formation  of  a  special 
committee  of  the  trade  representative  ol 
importers,  distributors  and  users  to  advise 
on  decontrol.  This  committee  is  now 
functioning,  and  it  is  hoped  it  will  shortly 
make  recommendations  to  the  Ministry. 
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It  may,  of  course,  be  some  little  time 
before  the  Avhole  trade  is  decontrolled,  on 
accoimt  of  lack  of  shipping  space,  exchange 
considerations  and  the  fact  that  but  few 
oils  can  claim  priority  of  treatment  in  the 
national  interest  under  prevailing  condi- 
tions. It  is,  however,  an  incontestable  fact 
that  the  successful  and  economic  handling 
of  these  natural  products,  which  vary  so 
much  in  quality  and  characteristics  and  of 
which  no  two  consignments  are  identical, 
can  only  be  performed  by  men  of  years  of 
experience  under  conditions  allowing  the 
utmost  freedom  of  trade.  We  are  thinking 
here  not  only  of  the  interests  of  the  im- 
porters, but  particularly  of  the  users  who 
rely  on  importers  and  merchant-distribu- 
tors to  supply  them  with  oils  of  particular 
types  suitable  for  their  requirements.  Oils 
from  a  common  pool  cannot  be  expected 
to  prove  equally  efficient. 

NEW 

Medical  Uses  of  Soap. — Morris  Fishbein, 
M.D.,  with  nine  medical  and  chemical 
collaborators,  g  in.  by  6  in.  Pp.  182.  i8s. 
J.  B.  Lippincott  Co.,  Philadelphia,  London 
and  Montreal.  The  book  comprises  nine 
sections,  each  written  by  different  authori- 
ties. The  first  deals  wdth  the  chemistry  and 
manufacture  of  soap,  with  an  account  of 
the  three  processes  in  general  use  :  the  cold, 
kettle,  and  continuous  saponification  pro- 
cesses. The  general  principles  of  detergent 
action  are  explained,  and  a  description  is 
included  of  the  new  detergents  (anionic, 
cationic  and  non-ionic) .  A  final  short  section 
gives  information  on  the  uses  of  soap  in  first 
aid.

In  conjunction  with  the  users,  a  com- 
mittee has  been  formed  by  the  importers  to 
organise  the  purchase  of  limited  quantities 
of  French  floral  products  for  the  manu- 
facture of  perfume  compounds  and  finished 
perfumery  in  this  country.  This,  at  first 
sight,  might  be  looked  upon  as  a  luxury 
trade  not  at  present  to  be  encouraged,  but, 
in  our  opinion,  it  is  the  basis  of  a  most 
important  export  business.

the  requisite  qualities  and  types  of  raw 
materials),  they  may  be  in  danger  of  losing 
much  overseas  business  to  foreign 
competitors.

Beetles  Associated  with  Stored  Products. 

— Hinton,  H.  E.  Vol.  i.  gf  in.  by  7^  in., 
pp.  443.  30s.  British  Museum  (Natural 
History),  Cromwell  Road,  London,  S.W.7. 
An  authoritative  account  of  some  of  the 
coleopterous  pests  of  stored  products,  by 
the  Assistant  Keeper  in  the  Department  of 
Entomology.  Improved  methods  of  pro- 
ducing foods  and  clothing  have  rendered 
necessary  the  storage  of  large  quantities  for 
long  periods,  and  with  this  development 
insect  pests  have  become  a  social  nuisance. 
Beetles  are  the  most  important  and  most 
numerous  order  of  insects  attacking  stored 
products,  600  species  from  about  thirty-four 
families  having  been  found.  The  author 
deals  with  those  belonging  to  twelve 
families,  and  altogether  175  species  are 
described.  There  are  505  excellent  illustra- 
tions, including  whole  beetles,  larvae  and 
pupae.  A  useful  feature  of  the  book  is  the 
large  number  of  references  (occupying 
twenty-seven  pages)  to  original  papers  on 
the  pests.  There  are  references  to  papers  on 
control  measures,  but  no  attempt  has  been 
made  to  discuss  them. 
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C.P.W.C.  ACTION  TO  AVOID  A  BREAKDOWN 


The  sudden  rejection  of  its  advice  to  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  on  how  to  organise  the 
deferment  of  key  pharmacists  and  the 
reaUocation  of  others  in  the  Services  to 
civiUan  Hfe  so  as  to  minimise  the  dangers 
of  a  breakdown  in  the  civihan  pharmaceu- 
tical service  has  prompted  the  Secretary 
of  the  Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Com- 
mittee (Mr.  HughN.  Linstead,  O.B.E.,  M.P.) 
to  send  out  the  following  letters : — 

On  the  Instruction  of  the  Chairman,  May  22 

To  an  Official  at  Department  VIII  B,  Ministry 
of  Health 

I  understand  from  our  telephone  conversa- 
tion this  afternoon  that  the  new  Control  of 
Engagement  Order  will  contain  an  entry  which 
exempts  from  restriction  upon  their  movement 
all  pharmacists  employed  in  a  managerial 
capacity.  You  will  recall  that  when  you  and  I 
discussed  the  draft  Order  with  representatives 
of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  on  Good  Friday,  we 
understood  that  the  free  movement  of  man- 
agers would  not  be  permitted.  It  was  on  this 
basis  that  the  retail  subcommittee,  on  behalf 
of  the  Committee,  indicated  its  readiness  to 
co-operate  in  the  administration  of  the  new 
Order.  We  are  now  faced  with  a  completely 
new  proposal.  It  pays  no  regard  to  the  very 
strong  representations  which  the  Committee 
has  made  that  a  sudden  withdrawal  of  the 
restrictions  upon  movement  before  demobilisa- 
tion is  effectively  operating  will  lead  to  very 
great  confusion  with  a  danger  of  breakdown  in 
the  pharmaceutical  service.  We  have  here 
another  example  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
faihng  to  understand  the  special  needs  of  the 
pharmaceutical  service. 

Chairman's  Instructions 

1  have  informed  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  situation,  and  he  has  instructed 
me  to  call  an  urgent  meeting  of  the  Emergency 
Committee.  In  the  meantime  he  instructs  me 
to  say  that  if  the  Order  does,  in  fact,  exempt 
all  managers  from  any  restrictions  upon  their 
movement,  then  this  Committee  can  no  longer 
accept  any  responsibility  for  seeing  that  the 
pharmaceutical  departments  of  hospitals  and 
retail  pharmacies  are  adequately  staffed.  We 
foresee  substantial  movements  of  staff  taking 
place  at  once,  and  the  responsibility  for  what- 
ever dislocation  of  the  civilian  pharmaceutical 
service  may  take  place  must  rest  upon  the 
shoulders  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  whose 
officials  have  seen  fit  to  ignore  the  advice 
tendered  by  the  Committee  that  control  on  the 
movement  of  pharmacists  should  be  main- 
tained for  a  period  of  three  months,  until  de- 
mobilisation was  under  way.  It  may  be  that 
the  Emergency  Committee  will  desire  to  supple- 
ment what  is  said  in  this  letter,  but  Mr.  Wells 
was  anxious  that  the  Committee's  position 
should  be  made  clear  immediately. 


At  the  Direction  of  the  Emergency  Sub- 
committee, May  28 

To  the  Minister  of  Health 

This  Committee  was  appointed  in  1938  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  Im- 
perial Defence  to  advise  the  Government  upon 
the  utilisation  of  pharmaceutical  man-power  in 
war.  It  desires  to  bring  to  your  personal  notice 
the  grave  situation  which  is  about  to  develop 
in  the  civilian  pharmaceutical  service.  It  under- 
stands that  a  Control  of  Engagement  Order  is 
about  to  be  made  the  effect  of  which  is  to 
require  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
and  National  Service,  or  of  an  approved  agency 
of  the  Ministry,  to  the  movement  of  an  em- 
ployed man  or  woman  (within  age  limits)  from 
one  post 'to  another.  Pharmacists  are  included 
in  the  Order,  but  managers  are  excluded.  Pro- 
prietors are  also  excluded.  This  Committee  was 
consulted  about  the  Order  at  an  early  stage  in 
its  drafting,  but  the  final  form  of  the  Order  is 
fundamentally  different  by  reason  of  the  ex- 
ception of  managers  from  its  provisions.  Its 
present  form  represents  a  direct  rejection  of  ; 
the  advice  tendered  by  the  Committee. 

There  are  at  present  some  5,000  male  phar- 
macists on  deferment  by  reason  of  the  impor- 
tance of  the  posts  they  occupy.   In  addition,  !| 
there  are  some  1,100  men  of  low  medical  grade  '4 
in  essential  posts.    Of  these  6,000  men,  it  is  i 
estimated  that  30  per  cent,  are  owners,  55  per  i| 
cent,  managers,  and  15  per  cent,  assistants. 
Assuming  that  the  owners  and  the  assistants 
remain  where  they  are,  the  Order  will  release 
from  control  over  3,000  pharmacists  at  present 
in  posts  essential  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
civilian  service.  Hitherto,  with  the  sanction  of 
military  service  or  direction  to  an  industrial 
post  in  existence,  there  have  been  nearly  800 
applications  annually  for  permission  to  change 
employment  from  pharmacists  who  have  regis- 
tered under  the  National  Service  Acts  or  under 
the  Registration  for  Employment  Order.  Since 
VE  day,  inquiries  from  pharmacists  about  the 
possibility  of  change  of  employment  have  been  j 
received  at  the  rate  of  about  ten  a  day.  There  | 
is  evident  in  these  applications  an  increasing  j 
tendency  for  men  to  seek  to  go  from  the  ini- 
portant  and  heavy  pharmaceutical  posts  in, 
unattractive  districts  (e.g.  from  the  bombed  |! 
East  End  of  London)  to  the  more  attracti\e  j 
residential  districts.  Also,  a  considerable  move-  , 
ment  of  pharmacists  into  the  south-east   and  ji 
south  coast  towns  has  begun. 

The  Committee,  although  handicapped  b\-  [ 
difficulty  in  prevailing  upon  the  Ministry-  <'l 
Labour  and  National  Service  to  issue  directi<iii 
orders,  has  been  able  to  exercise  very  consider- 
able influence  in  restricting  movement  and  so  ; 
has  maintained  an  adequate  spread  of  the  avail- 
able  man-power.  It  has  also  been  able  to  make 
effective  use  of  the  available  women  pharma- 
cists, of  whom,  in  1944,  it  placed  250  in  approved 
vacancies.  There  are,  nevertheless,  even  underj: 
the  present  restrictions  and  powers  of  control, j  i 
at  the  moment  about  200  important  vacancies  , 
waiting  to  be  filled. 
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It  is  clear  that  the  withdrawal  of  control 
from  some  3,000  men  and  perhaps  women  at 
present  tied  to  their  essential  work  will  greatly 
accelerate  the  tendency  of  pharmacists  to  move 
to  more  attractive  posts.  This  will  be  assisted 
by  the  creation  of  vacancies  by : — 

(a)  the  retirement  of  elderly  men  who  have 
held  on  until  the  end  of  the  German  war ; 

{b)  breakdowns  in  health  and  death,  the 
former  being  substantially  on  the  increase  ; 

(c)  the  desire  of  managers  to  purchase 
businesses  of  their  own. 

Vacancies  arising  from  these  and  similar 
causes  are  already  being  notified  to  the  Com- 
mittee (under  the  Pharmacy  Undertakings 
Order)  at  the  rate  of  twenty  a  week,  as  com- 
pared with  about  ten  a  year  ago.  Appeals  for 
assistance  for  the  filhng  of  important  vacancies 
are  rapidly  increasing.  The  Committee  foresee 
almost  immediately  a  large  and  increasing 
movement  of  pharmacists  without  regard  to 
the  importance  of  the  posts  involved.  This 
movement  will  inevitably  leave  many  impor- 
tant posts  unfilled.  To  fill  these  vacancies  the 
only  persons  available  will  be  : — 

{a)  newly-qualified  women  pharmacists 
and  newly-qualified  men  pharmacists  of  low 
medical  grade  not  available  for  service  in 
H.M.  Forces,  in  all  about  100  a  year.  About 
one-third  of  the  newly-qualified  men  are 
found  to  be  not  directable  on  grounds  of  per- 
sonal hardship  or  health.  Newly-qualified 
women  are  as  a  class  considerably  less  mobile 
than  men.  About  half  of  these  newly-quali- 
fied pharmacists  will,  it  is  anticipated,  in 
fact  be  available  for  direction  to  vacancies. 

(b)  demobilised  pharmacists.  A  survey  of 
the  demobilisation  groups  of  several  hundred 
pharmacists  undertaken  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  shows  that  8  per  cent,  of 
pharmacists  in  the  Forces  are  in  the  first 
twenty-five  groups.  By  the  end  of  the  year, 
therefore,  some  320  men  may  be  expected  to 
have  been  released.  They  will  relieve  the 
situation  indirectly,  but  none  of  them  is 
available  for  any  form  of  direction  to  a 
specific  vacancy,*  and  none  of  these  will  be 
available  during  the  next  few  important 
months. 

The  Committee  has  already  indicated  to  the 
inistry  that  it  can  accept  no  further  responsi- 
ility  for  maintaining  the  adequate  staffing  of 
he  civilian  pharmaceutical  service,  and  it 
ould  normally  in  such  circumstances  propose 
hat  its  activities  should  be  brought  to  an  end. 
t  feels,  however,  that  it  cannot  lightly  abandon 
he  responsibility  which  it  has  carried  for  over 
ix  years,  and  it  would  therefore  urge  that  con- 
"deration  be  given,  as  a  matter  of  urgency  and 
xtreme  importance,  to  the  amendment  of  the 
ontrol  of  Engagement  Order,  so  as  to  bring 
harmacist-managers  within  its  scope  and  to 
he  exemption  of  pharmacists  who  are  un- 
arried  from  the  proposed  Order  relating  to 
'omen.  In  both  cases  there  should  be  a  time 
mit,  which  might  be  not  later  than  the  end  of 
e  year.  .  .  .  The  Committee  would  urge  alloca- 
on  of  not  less  than  500  places  to  pharmacists 
Class  B  of  the  demobilisation  scheme. 


At  the  Direction  of  the  Committee,  August  3 

To  the  Same  Official  as  on  May  22 

The  C.P.W.C.,  at  their  meeting  cm  July  23, 
gave  consideration  to  the  serious  situation 
which  is  now  arising  in  pharmacy  as  a  result  of 
the  unrestricted  movement  of  pharmacists 
occupied  in  a  managerial  capacity  from  posts 
of  pharmaceutical  importance.  Three  hundred 
and  fifty  vacancies  have  been  notified  to  the 
Committee,  170  of  which  have  been  graded  by 
the  retail  subcommittee  as  of  substantial  im- 
portance in  the  maintenance  of  the  civilian 
pharmaceutical  service. 

The  Committee  calculate  that  only  about 
four  hundred  pharmacists  will  be  released  under 
Class  A  before  the  end  of  the  year.  These  will 
at  once  be  absorbed  in  their  previous  posts  or, 
during  their  eight  weeks'  paid  leave,  be  free  to 
seek  attractive  but  possibly  unimportant  posts ; 
while  only  a  small  proportion  will  be  available 
for  filling  urgent  vacancies.  .  .  .  Heavy  calls 
may  be  anticipated  on  the  civilian  pharma- 
ceutical service,  and  the  Committee  consider 
that  a  serious  breakdown  may  occur  unless 
there  is  some  substantial  reinforcement  of  man- 
power. The  situation  outlined  in  the  first  para- 
graph may  well  worsen  as  winter  comes. 

The  Committee  consider  that  the  danger  of 
a  breakdown  which  they  apprehend  can  be 
avoided  only  by  the  release,  under  Class  B  of 
the  demobilisation  scheme,  of  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  pharmacists  to  fill  these  important 
vacancies.  Unless  this  can  be  done,  the  Com- 
mittee foresee  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  civilian  pharmaceutical  service 
during  the  winter.  I  have  therefore  to  ask  that 
the  Ministry  will  urge  upon  the  appropriate 
authorities  the  urgent  necessity  of  placing  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  for 
allocation  according  to  the  recommendations  of 
the  Committee,  of  a  number  of  releases  under 
Class  B  at  least  sufficient  to  fill  the  urgent 
vacancies  now  known  to  the  Committee  and 
which  may  arise  from  time  to  time. 

It  is  understood  that  conferences  followed 
the  first  two  letters,  but  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  refused  to  accept  the  recommenda- 
tion that  managers  should  be  exempt  from 
the  Order,  and  declared  that  the  release  of 
500  pharmacists  under  Class  B  was  not 
practicable.  No  reply  has  been  received  to 
the  third  letter.

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Oxidised  Cellulose. — A  soluble  form  of 
cellulose  which  can  be  absorbed  by  the 
body  and  which  acts  as  a  haemostatic  is 
described  in  the  "Chemical  Trade  Journal 
and  Chemical  Engineer"  (June  22,  p.  667). 
The  substance  is  made  by  the  oxidation  of 
cellulose  with  nitrogen  dioxide,  the  alcohol 
groups  of  the  cellulose  becoming  carboxyl 
groups;  it  was  then  to  be  in  production 
in  the  United  States  for  military  needs. 
Applied  to  a  bleeding  wound,  oxidised 
cellulose  softens  and  forms  a  gelatinous 
clot,  which  stops  the  flow  of  blood.  The 
material  also  offers  possibilities  in  surgery 
as  an  internal  dressing  that  can  be  closed 
over  and  left  in  the  body. 

Polyploidy  Applied  to  Penicillin.-  Apply- 
ing to  Penicillium  notatum  the  technique 
of  increasing  chromosome  division  relative 
to  cytoplasm  division  that  results  from  the 
use  of  colchicine  in  plant  culture,  Gordon 
and  McKechnie  ("Lancet,"  July  14,  p.  47) 
secured  a  notable  increase  in  penicillin 
yield.  The  process  of  doubling  is  called 
autopolyploidy  and  the  products  autopoly- 
ploids.  The  differing  growth  characters, 
and  especially  the  quantitative  increases 
observed  under  standard  conditions  in  three 
colchicine-treated  strains,  convinced  the 
authors  that  they  were  dealing  with  a 
polyploid  series.  The  i6n  polyploid  gave  a 
six-  to  eight-fold  increase  in  penicillin  yield 
over  the  original  (diploid)  strain.  Differences 
of  character  in  the  strains  include  quicker 
growth,  greater  bulk  and  hardness  in  the 
polyploids,  thus  permitting  a  greater  turn- 
over with  a  limited  supply  of  containers 
and  a  decrease  in  the  effects  of  variable 
temperature. 

Folic  Acid. — Folic  acid,  so  called  because 
it  occurs  in  green  leaves,  is  reviewed  in  the 
"British  Medical  Journal"  (July  21,  p.  91) 
as  one  of  the  most  recently  discovered 
members  of  the  vitamin  B  complex.  The 
substance  has  not  yet  been  identified 
chemically,  though  its  empirical  formula  is 
known,  and  much  of  its  chemistry  has  been 
worked  out.  Its  molecular  weight  is  in  the 
region  of  500,  and  the  compound  is  nitro- 
gen-containing and  acidic  in  reaction. 
Recent  work  has  identified  it  with  the  chick 
anti-anaemic  factor,  which  is  present  in 
liver  and  yeast.  In  minute  quantities, 
folic  acid  has  a  powerful  growth-stimulating 
action  on  normal  cells  and  is  a  growth  factor 
for  rats,  dogs,  pigs,  and  certain  bacteria. 
It  also  has  the  important  property  of 
inhibiting  tumour  growth,  and  cases  have 
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been  reported  of  complete  regression  in 
mice  treated  for  breast  cancer.  Certain 
animals,  including  the  rat,  are  able  tc 
synthesise  folic  acid  in  the  intestine,  a 
process  which  it  is  suggested  is  broughl 
about  by  the  agency  of  the  coliform  bacteris 
of  the  gut.  The  bacteriostatic  action  of  suci 
sulphonamides  as  sulphaguanidine  inhibit; 
its  formation.  The  human  excretion  of  foli( 
acid  totals  about  10  mgm.,  against  an  aver 
age  daily  intake  of  1-4  mgm. 

Tendencies  in   Industrial  Psychology.— 
Reviewing  the  present  position  of  psycho 
logical  research  in  Britain,  Craik  ("Britisl 
Medical  Bulletin,"  1945.  3.  615)  suggest 
that  a  fertile  field  of  exploration  would  b 
an  analysis  of  the  factors  that  make  a  tas' 
intellectually  difficult  and  that  have  le^ 
industrialists  to  bring  about  a  division  c 
labour,  with  its  advantages  of  increase 
output,  but  its  disadvantages  of  boredoi 
and  discontent.    This  approach,  which 
described  as  "suiting  the  job  to  the  man, 
would  put  the  industrial  jobs  necessary  fc 
improved  standards  of  living  within  tl 
power  of  the  majority,  whereas  psych( 
logical  selection  alone,  especially  when  tl 
job  has  been  unnecessarily  difficult,  migl 
result  in  a  high  rate  of  rejection  and  unen  i 
ployment.  The  counterpart  to  this  approac 
is  to  fit  the  man  to  the  job,  a  problem  whic 
is  under  investigation  by  a  team  of  worke 
under  the  Applied  Psychology  Researc 
Unit  of  the  Medical  Research  Council 
Cambridge.   The  Unit  has  devised  a  seri||j 
of  tests  which  has  been  applied  to  entranBj 
to    factories    and    Government  trainiiW 
centres,  and  to  certain  other  groups  of  tlH 
population.    Other  members  of  the  UrH 
are  investigating  night  vision,   from  tfl 
point  of  view  of  selection,   and  for  tH 
purpose  of  diagnosing  vitamin  deficien  I 
and  disease.    The  third  approach  is  I 
improve  the  performance  of  a  man,  eithj  I 
by  nutritional  means  or  by  mental  ail  I 
physical  training.   Various  synthetic  trail  1 
ing  devices  have  been  produced  for  militaj  I 
use,  and  it  is  suggested  that  similar  devici  I 
might  have  a  peace-time  application — 1  | 
example,  in  machine-tool  operation  whe  1 
the  novice  may  be  apt  to  injure  himself  I 
the  machine  without  gaining  very  mul  I 
insight  into  where  he  was  going  wrong  aj  I

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REMUNERATION  FOR  N.H.I.  DISPENSING 


The  secretary  to  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  has  received  the  following 
letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Health:— 

Sir, — I  am  directed  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  to  say  that  he  has  received  from  the 
Government  Actuary  his  report  on  the 
examination  of  the  data  submitted  by  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  in  support 
of  their  claim  for  an  increase  in  the  dis- 
pensing fee.  The  Government  Actuary 
computes  from  the  returns  submitted  that 
the  average  wage  per  employee  increased 
by  just  over  40  per  cent,  between  1939  and 
1944  as  shown  in  the  table  below  : — 


secured  an  increase  in  the  fees  of  i6§  per 
cent.,  antedated  to  October  i,  1941. 
Negotiations  for  a  further  increase  were 
commenced  during  the  autumn  of  1944, 
the  increase  sought  being  the  amount  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  estimated  50  per  cent, 
increase  in  cost.  The  Ministry  asked  for 
particulars  as  to  how  the  figure  of  50 
per  cent,  was  arrived  at.  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  were  then  asked  to  supply 
data,  with  the  results  shown  on  the  table 
quoted  in  the  Minister's  letter.  There 
remained  no  alternative  but  to  submit  the 
figures  as  received,  though  it  was  clear  that,

i)  points  out  in  a  letter  to  Pharmaceutical 
Immittees  that  in  May  1942  the  N.P.U. 


as  the  average  was  40-5  per  cent,  there 
would  be  many  instances  in  which  the 
expenses  were  higher. 

The  additional  i6f  per  cent,  now  granted 
is  antedated  to  January  i,  1945,  and,  with 
the  previous  increase  of  i6f  per  cent.,  gives 
us  a  total  of  33^^  per  cent,  increase  on  the 
1939  fees.  The  Government  Actuary  argues 
that,  as  turnovers  have  increased,  the  per- 
centage of  overheads  (other  than  wages) 
that  can  be  charged  to  the  N.H.I,  section 
of  the  business  must  be  more  than  it  was 
in  1939,  hence  the  present  increase  is  calcu- 
lated upon  that  portion  of  the  fees  which 
represents  the  dispenser's  services.  The 
N.P.U.  executive,  without  professing  to  be 
satisfied  with  the  increase,  considers  that 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  will  realise 
that  it  constitutes  some  recognition  of 
chemists'  claims  for  better  remuneration, 
and  will  accept  it  as  such.  The  N.P.U. 
Executive,  in  making  a  claim  of  this  kind, 
relies  upon  data  supplied  by  chemists  on 
the  panel  (both  private  and  company 
chemists)  and  the  support  of  the  company 
chemists  on  this  occasion  is  acknowledged 
by  the  N.P.U.  as  being  most  valuable, 
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Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  Chemists'  De- 
fence Association  were  held  in  London  on 
July  25,  Mr.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst  in  the  chair. 
In  presenting  his  report  to  the  Executive, 
THE  Secretary  said  the  conditions  under 
which  the  distribution  of  orange  juice, 
cod-liver  oil  compound  and  national  full- 
cream  dried  milk  was  effected  on  behalf  of 
the  Ministry  of  Food  had  been  the  subject 
of  an  inquiry;  further  investigation  with 
the  Ministry  of  Food  was  proposed  and 
agreed. 

School  Medical  Service 

Under  the  Education  Act,  1944,  the  duty 
was  laid  on  local  education  authorities, 
went  on  the  Secretary,  to  make  such 
arrangements  as  might  be  necessary  to 
secure  the  provision  of  free  medical  treat- 
ment for  pupils  attending  any  school  main- 
tained by  the  authority.  Whilst  the  treat- 
ment that  could  thus  be  provided  did  not 
include  domiciliary  treatment,  it  had  seemed 
likely  that,  in  areas  where  a  comprehensive 
school  medical  service  was  not  already  in 
existence,  the  education  authority  might 
make  arrangements  with  general  medical 
practitioners  to  provide  such  additional 
medical  service  as  was '  required.  In  this 
connexion  Pharmaceutical  Committees  had 
been  asked  to  approach  the  local  education 
authorities  to  secure  that  the  provision 
of  any  medicines  required  was  effected 
through  pharmacists. 

Following  renewed  representations  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  to  the  Ministry  of 
Supply,  replies  had  been  received  indicating 
that  all  possible  efforts  were  being  made  to 
secure  improvement  in  the  raw  material 
and  yarn  supplies,  and  increased  labour  for 
production. 

Wages  Council  Proposals 

A  report  from  the  N.P.U.  representatives 
on  the  Joint  Industrial  Council  indicated 
that  active  consideration  was  being  given 
to  a  proposal  from  the  trade  union  side  of 
the  Council  that  the  Minister  of  Labour 
should  be  urged  to  institute  a  Wages 
Council ;  such  a  Council  would  be  set  up 
under  the  Wages  Councils  Act,  1945,  and 
its  purpose  would  be  to  issue,  after  due  con- 
sultation with  the  interests  concerned,  a 
schedule  of  minimum  wages  and  working 
conditions  that  would  be  enforceable  by 
law,  and  non-observance  of  which  would  be 
an  offence  that  could  be  dealt  with,  by  a 
police-court  prosecution.    It  was  reported 


that  applications  for  such  Councils  had 
already  been  made  in  the  retail  grocery 
and  provisions  trade  and  in  the  re- 
tail drapery  trade.  The  Executive  con- 
sidered the  pharmaceutical  and  professional 
implications  of  the  proposal  in  relation  to 
the  existing  J.I.C.  machinery  for  the 
control  of  minimum  wages  and  working 
conditions,  and  decided  to  give  furthei 
consideration  to  the  matter  after  a  meeting 
of  the  general  purposes  committee  of  th( 
J.I.C.  to  be  held  at  an  early  date. 

The  following  resolution  from  the  Stafford 
shire  Pharmaceutical  Committee  was  re 
ceived  and  approved  as  being  in  accordanc 
with  the  policy  followed  by  the  Executiv 
since  the  inception  of  discussions  on  ; 
National  Health  Service  : — 

That  dispensing  at  health  centres  is  quit 
unnecessary,  and  that  the  present  points  fc 
National  Health  dispensing  are  adequate  t 
meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  public. 

Scarce  Substances 

It  was  reported  that  the  Ministry  ( 
Health  had  agreed  to  a  request  by  tf 
N.P.U.  that  not  less  than  three  month 
notice  should  be  given  to  pharmacis 
before  proposed  changes  in  the  Scar( 
Substances  Orders,  which  would  .  affei 
the  stock  requirements  of  certain  "autho 
ised  alternatives,"  became  effective.  Tl 
Ministry  of  Health  had  given  appropria 
notice  by  issue  of  relevant  information 
the  pharmaceutical  Press  for  publicatio 
and  changes  would  become  effective 
November  i. 

Further  consideration  was  given 
problems  connected  with  the  provision 
apparatus  and  instructions  in  techniq 
for  dispensing  penicillin  preparation 
information  on  the  subject  is  being  collat 
and  a  pamphlet  embodying  practical  sr 
gestions  is  in  preparation  for  circulati 
to  members. 

A  total  of  1,861  members  of  the  Fu 
were  reported  to  have  agreed  to  don' 
their  deposits  in  the  reserve  fund  of  t 
Air-raid  Assistance  Fund  to  the  Victc 
Reserve  Fund ;    a  reminder  that  the 
Raid  Fund  was  being  wound  up  had  b 
sent  to  members  who  had  not  replied  to 
earlier  communication. 

Chemists'  Defence  Association  1 

Six  settlements  of  outstanding  ca 
were  approved,  and  reports  on  devel 
ments  on  cases  in  progress,  and  on  oth 
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that  had  arisen  since  the  June  meeting, 
were  received.    A  claim  arising  out  of  the 
leath  of  an  infant  had  been  settled  for 
payments  amounting  tO;^i72,  and  in  another 
laim,   in  which  personal  injuries  neces- 
tating  protracted  medical  attention  were 
alleged  to  have  been  caused,  a  settlement 
ad  been  effected  for  ;^8i.  Transposition 
f  labels  on  two  ointments,  with  consequent 
lelay  in  effective  treatment,  gave  rise  to  a 


claim  which  was  settled  for  £5.  The  other 
claims  settled  arose  out  of  a  cycling  errand- 
boy  risk,  damage  to  a  customer's  clothing 
by  leakage  of  acid,  and  sale  of  a  proprietary 
insecticide  for  a  purpose  for  which  it  was 
unsuitable.  The  directors  also  received  and 
confirmed  a  report  on  the  legal  advice  on  a 
wide  range  of  business  and  personal  matters 
that  had  been  supplied  to  members  through 
the  Union's  solicitors. 


MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 


Iodine-urea  Compound. — The  effect  of 
rea  on  the  healing  of  septic  wounds  is  well 
nown  and  work  has  been  done  on  the 
^nergistic  effect  of  adding  sulphonamides 
nd  other  antiseptics.  In  the  "Lancet" 
uly  14,  p.  42)  Wakeley  and  Blum  give 
account  of  a  new  compound,  U.F.I.,  in 
hich  iodine  and  urea  are  combined.  The 
w  substance  enhances  the  antibacterial 
tion  of  urea  with  no  apparent  increase  in 
xicity ;  it  is  active  against  B.  proteus  and 
s.  pyocyanea,  in  vitro.  In  108  cases  of  septic 
ir  wounds  and  burns,  U.F.I,  was  applied 
cally  as  a  powder  with  good  results,  both 
cleansing  sepsis  and  removing  odour.  It 
,^  used  no  pain  and  no  toxic  effects  were 
served.  An  ointment  containing  25  per 
nt.  U.F.I,  was  also  used  as  an  initial 
essing  for  burns,  with  satisfactory  results. 

ew   Treatment    for    Leprosy. — A  new

bstitute  for  Unna's  Paste. — The  present 
cost  of  Unna's  paste,  and  the  need 
^conomy  in  gelatin  and  glycerin,  have 
ulated    search    for   a   substitute.  In 
"British  Medical  Journal"   (1943.  I. 
Wild  and   Soulsby  suggest  the  use 
ethyl  cellulose  (a  water-soluble  traga- 
1  substitute)  in  place  of  'the  glycerin  and 
in.    Methyl  cellulose  3  per  cent.,  zinc 
e  20  per  cent.,  and  water  is  the  simple 
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formula  suggested.  The  variety  of  methyl 
cellulose  used  in  the  experiments  was 
Cellofas  W.F.Z.,  a  cream-coloured  fibrous 
ccllulosic  material  forming  a  viscous  solution 
with  water.  As  this  supports  the  growth  of 
fungi,  the  solution  must  be  made  freshly 
or  a  preservative  added.  The  paste  slowly 
dries  in  air,  forming  a  celluloid-like  film, 
which  redissolves  in  water. 

Nicotine  as  Antidiuretic. — Burn,  Truelove 
&  Burn  ("British  Medical  Journal,"  1945. 
I.  403)  have  investigated  the  antidiuretic 
effects  of  smoking  and  of  nicotine.  They 
find  that  the  antidiuretic  effect  does  not 
occur  in  a  rat  from  which  the  pituitary 
body  has  been  removed.  The  extent  of  the 
antidiuretic  effect  of  smoking  in  man  is  such 
that  in  a  sensitive  subject  one  cigarette 
inhibits  diuresis  for  two  to  three  hours.  The 
same  effect  is  produced  by  injection  of 
nicotine  intravenously  in  an  amount 
approximately  equal  to  the  amount  ab- 
sorbed from  one  cigarette.  The  explanation 
suggested  is  that  the  nicotine  absorbed  from 
the  cigarette  smoke  stimulates  the  supra- 
optic nucleus  of  the  hypothalamus  and 
causes  a  discharge  of  the  hormone  from 
the  posterior  lobe  of  the  pituitary  gland. 

Single-dose  Treatment  of  Rickets. — Using 
single  massive  doses  of  vitamin  D.^  given 
by  mouth,  Krestin  ("Lancet,"  June  23, 
p.  781)  treated  rickets  in  a  series  of  eighty- 
three  infants  of  under  two  years  of  age. 
Patients  with  slight  or  early  radiological 
changes  were  given  7-5  mgm.  or  300,000  i.u. 
Results  in  infants  under  one  year  old  were 
unsatisfactory  compared  with  the  results 
of  treatment  with  daily  cod-liver  oil,  and 
the  dose  was  considered  insufficient  for  any 
type  of  active  rickets.  A  series  of  patients 
with  more  severe  or  advanced  radiological 
changes  were  given  15  mgm.  or  600,000  i.u. 
The  results,  though  not  so  satisfactory  as 
those  obtained  with  3.250  i.u.  of  vitamin  D 
daily,  showed  the  method  to  be  sufficiently 
reliable  to  merit  a  place  in  antirachitic 
therapy.

Conditions  in  the  markets  remain  generally 
quiet,  with  but  a  few  minor  price  changes 
to  record.  Prices  quoted  for  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemicals  are  unchanged,  with 
a  steady  demand  for  limited  quantities  for 
home  consumption.  Makers  report  increas- 
ing inquiry  for  export.  In  the  Mincing  Lane 
markets  the  home  trade  demand  is  quiet, 
while  inquiry  for  export,  particularly  from 
the  Scandinavian  countries,  is  very  good. 
Unfortunately,  the  market  is  sadly  lacking 
in  stocks  of  most  commodities.  Keen 
competition  is  anticipated  at  the  world's 
sources  for  supplies  that  become  available, 
and  values  are  not  likely  to  ease  in  the  near 
future.  Supplies  of  commodities  from  the 
Far  East  are  not  likely  to  improve  in  the 
immediate  future,  with  the  end  of  the  war 
against  Japan.  Shortage  of  supplies  of  these 
natural  products  from  practically  all  sources 
is  likely  to  be  the  feature  of  the  markets 
for  at  least  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
One  or  two  minor  price  changes  are  recorded 
this  week,  with  slightly  easier  quotations 
for  Chillies,  Cinnamon  chips,  Cloves  and 
West  African  Ginger.  The  Essential  Oils 
trade  remains  dull. 

The  Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies  has 
informed  the  botanical  drug  importers' 
section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  its  intention  to  recommend  licences 
for  the  importation  of  limited  quantities  of 
Jamaican  sarsaparilla  and  dandelion  root 
during  the  period  ending  July  31,  1946. 
The  section  has  been  asked  to  arrange  with 
the  importers  concerned  for  their  importa- 
tion. Firms  which  imported  either  of  these 
botanicals  during  the  years  1936  to  1941 
inclusive  should  therefore  communicate 
with  the  section  not  later  than  August  24. 
By  "imported"  is  meant  arranged  the 
shipment  and  paid  the  overseas  supplier. 
On  the  basis  of  the  information  received 
recommendations  will  be  made  to  the 
Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies.

Shampoos  Containing  Soap  Substitutes, —

restriction  on  the  quantity  of  soap  substi-

Riboflavin. — M.  W. — Also  known  as 
vitamin  G,  riboflavin  is  a  combination  of 
ribose  (an  aldopentose)  with  an  orange- 
yellow  pigment,  lumiflavin.  The  compound 
is  destroyed  by  alkali  or  by  light,  in  which 
it  gives  a  bright  green  fluorescence.  It  is 
present  in  all  the  tissues  of  the  higher 
animals  and  plants,  mostly  as  riboflavin 
phosphate  in  combination  with  a  specific 
protein. 

Insulin  Injections.^ — L.  E.  P. — To  avoid 
the  painful  toughened  skin  that  often 
follows  injections  of  insulin  it  is  best  to 
vary  the  site  of  the  injection  as  much  as 
possible.  Time  is  then  given  to  enable  the 
part  to  recover  before  being  used  again. 
Not  only  may  the  skin  of  the  upper  part 
of  the  thigh  or  upper  arm  be  used,  but  also 
the  skin  of  the  legs  below  the  knees  and 
the  chest,  abdomen  and  back. 

Treatment  of  Eczema. — M.F. — The  use 
of  soothing  ointments  in  eczematous  condi- 
tions is  still  the  treatment  favoured  by 
many  authorities.  Many  of  the  preparations 
include  zinc  oxide.  An  alternative  is  the 
following,  used  night  and  morning : —

Empire  and  other  parts  of  the  world  as  the 
purveyor  of  the  best  foodstuffs  of  all  kinds. 
We  can  look  forward  to  the  future  with  the 
greatest  confidence. 

The  report  and  accounts  were  unanimously 
adopted  and  the  proposed  change  of  name 
was  approved.
